Green belt zoning does this in 
several ways. It limits the dens- 
ity of development by regulat-t

Tt prevents stream bank ero- 
sion by requiring a strip of na-! 
tive vegetable to be left at the} 
waterfront. 

Nutrient pollution is prevented - 
by requiring a 100 feet set back} 
for septic tanks and dispesal, 
fields. Just as important is the 
requirement that the tile in the: 
| disposal ficld be three and one; 
half (344) feet above high water, 
table.

Romney Who Else

lasting accomplishment of these years was 
udeption of a state income tax, to put state 
financing on a sounder fiscal basis, where 
governors before him had tried and failed. 

On the political scene, Romney more than any 
single person helped to restore Michigan to a 
two-party status as a state. In the pre-Romney 
decade of the 1950’s, G. Mennen Williams had 
almost turned Michigan into an’ impregnable 
fortress for his Democratic party; Romney, with 
his influence on both his Repyblican party and the 
voters generally, was instrumental in restoring 
two-party balance. 

Romney’s major failure during the decade was 
his fiop as a presideniiai candidate -- potential in 
1964 and actual (for a time) in 1968. The entire 
story of what happened to Romney in 1968 will 
probably never be told -- because, very likely, =o 
single person really knows what happened, 
including Romney. 

But this failure, we contend, can be over!ooked 
in measuring Romney’s influence on the state. 
After all, only five individuais in the entire 
country were successful in their bids to become 
presidential nominees, and there were three 
elections during the decade at that.

heart defects, mental retarda- 
tion, among other things. 
District Health Departments 
in the State of Michigan will 
soon initiate the vaccination pro- 
gram to immunize our school 
children against Rubella — the 
so-called German Measles or 3- 
day measles. Since the intention 
of the whole program is to pre- 
vent a certain type of congeni- 
tal defect, and since we are 
using a live-virus vaccine, it 
Imay well aseur ta many ex- 
jpectant mothers that use of the 


vaccine in her other children | 


may in itself expose her to the 
undesireahle effects af the in- 
fection. 

Live virus has been identified 
in nasal and throat secretions of 
vaccinated children who react 
with a ‘‘take’’, There is however, 
no evidence that this is infec- 
tive to another individual who 
has no immunity, and who is in 
contact with these vaccinated in- 
dividuals. The rare possibility of 
communicating the attenuated— 
or modified — live virus remains 
as a theoretical possibility, 
nevertheless. It is the considered 
opinion of the medical director 
of the associated boards of 
health in the area, that any mo- 
ther in the first 4 months of 
pregnancy should defer having 


her other children vaccinated |; 
against Rubella at this time. |/5& 


We may thereby avoid even the 


{theoretical possibility of affect- 


ling an unborn infant. 


If the 
family physician advises differ- 


jenty, defer to his judgment.
